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Paraguay presidential candidate dies 
in helicopter crash 



ASUNCION (AFP) - A con¬ 
servative candidate in 
Paraguayan presidential elec¬ 
tions scheduled for April has 


died in a helicopter crash, the 
government said Sunday. 

Lino Cesar Oviedo, his 
bodyguard and their pilot 
died in the crash Saturday 
night after taking part in a 
campaign rally and flying 
back to the capital Asuncion. 

Oviedo, 69, was the candi¬ 
date of a conservative party 
called Unace. He is a former 
army chief who got into pol¬ 
itics in 1996. 

The cause of the crash was 
not immediately known, al¬ 
though early indications were 
it may have been bad 
weather. 

Civil aviation director Car¬ 
los Fugarazzo announced a 
probe that a probe has been 
launched and said international 
experts would be called in. 


" At this point, all hypothe¬ 
ses are open” as to what 
might have caused the crash, 
he told a news conference. 

The election is scheduled 
for April 21. Oviedo's party is 
among around a dozen in the 
running. Unace is a splinter 
group that broke away from 
the Colorado Party. 

Oviedo's death was first 
confirmed to AFP by Senator 
Herminio Chena, who is 
close to Oviedo's family. 

The chopper went down in 
a rural area. 

When long-time dictator 
Alfredo Stroessner surren¬ 
dered in a 1989 military 
coup, it was Oviedo who took 
custody of him in a bunker. 
Oviedo died 24 years to the 
day since that event. 


Assad lashes out as Israel admits Syria 
raid 


MUNICH, Germany (AFP) - 
Israel on Sunday implicitly 
confirmed it staged an air 
strike on Syria last week as 
President Bashar al-Assad 
accused the Jewish state of 
trying to further destabilise 
his war-tom country. 

The foreign minister of 
Damascus ally Iran, mean¬ 
while, said he welcomed Syr¬ 
ian opposition leader Ahmed 
Moaz al-Khatib’s stated 
readiness to hold talks with 
representatives of Assad's 
regime. 

Four days after an air raid 
which Damascus said tar¬ 
geted a military complex near 


the capital, Israeli Defence 
Minister Ehud Barak spoke 
to reporters in Munich but re¬ 
frained from explicitly con¬ 
firming that Israel staged the 
strike. 

Barak told the Munich Se¬ 
curity Conference that it was 
"another proof that when we 
say something we mean it." 

"We say that we don't 
think that it should be allow¬ 
able to bring advanced 
weapon systems into 
Lebanon, the Hezbollah from 
Syria, when Assad falls," 
Barak said. 

Wednesday's air strike tar¬ 
geted surface-to-air missiles 


and an adjacent military com¬ 
plex believed to house chem¬ 
ical agents, according to a US 
official, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Damascus has threatened 
to retaliate, further fuelling 
fears of a regional spillover 
of the country's 22-month 
conflict which the UN says 
has already left more than 
60,000 people dead. 

A fierce critic of both 
Assad and Israel, Turkish 
Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan accused Israel of 
waging "state terrorism" as 
he condemned the air strike 
on Syria as an unacceptable 
violation of international law. 

"We cannot regard a viola¬ 
tion of air space as accept¬ 
able. What Israel does is 
completely against interna¬ 
tional law... it is beyond con¬ 
demnation," Erdogan told 
reporters. 

In the wake of the strike, 
US Defence Secretary Leon 
Panetta told AFP that Wash¬ 
ington was increasingly con¬ 
cerned that Syria's "chaos" 
could allow Lebanon's pow¬ 
erful Hezbollah movement to 
obtain sophisticated weapons 
from Damascus. 

Israeli armed forces chief 
Lieutenant General Benny 
Gantz on Sunday started a 
visit to Washington with the 
Syrian conflict and Iran's 
controversial nuclear pro¬ 
gramme on his agenda. 

And US Vice President 
Joe Biden flew in to Paris for 
talks on Monday with Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande also 
covering Syria. 


Johnny Depp to star as gangster 
in ’Black Mass’ 

LOS ANGELES 
(AFP) - US star 
Johnny Depp will 
play notorious Boston 
gangster Whitey Bul¬ 
ger in the film "Black 
Mass", to be directed 
by Barry Levinson, 
the producers an¬ 
nounced Saturday. 

The film recounts 
the fate of the godfa¬ 
ther of Boston's un¬ 
derworld who became 
an FBI informant to get rid of a gangster rival but was even¬ 
tually arrested in 2011. 

Adapted from a book by two Boston Globe journalists, 
"Black Mass" will be directed by Barry Levinson, who won 
an Oscar for best director in 1988 for "Rain Man." 

Shooting will start in May and the film will be distributed 
by Universal Studios, said a statement from co-producer 
Cross Creek. 

Depp, 49, will also play in Disney's "The Lone Ranger" 
scheduled for release next summer. 

In June, the actor announced his separation from long¬ 
term partner Vanessa Paradis with whom he has two children.

Indian President approves 
death penalty in some 
rape cases 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
president on Sunday ap¬ 
proved harsher punishments 
for rapists, including the 
death penalty, after a brutal 
gang-rape in New Delhi 
sparked national outrage and 
triggered demands for 
tougher laws. 

President Pranab Mulcher- 
jee gave his assent to the new 
rape law two days after cabi¬ 
net ministers recommended 
changes to improve safety for 
women. 

A government-appointed 
panel and the cabinet had rec¬ 
ommended tougher laws after 
the death of a 23-year-old 
woman who was savagely 
raped and attacked in a bus 
on December 16 and died 
nearly two weeks later. 


Under the changes, the 
minimum sentence for gang- 
rape, rape of a minor, rape by 
policemen or a person in au¬ 
thority will be doubled to 20 
years from 10 and can be ex¬ 
tended to life without parole. 

In the existing law, a rapist 
faces a term of seven to 10 
years. 

The cabinet has also cre¬ 
ated a new set of offences 
such as voyeurism and stalk¬ 
ing that will be included in 
the new law. 

But women rights activists 
have slammed the ordinance 
saying it lacks teeth to fight 
sexual crimes against women 
and lashed out at the govern¬ 
ment for passing the law 
without holding a debate or 
discussion. 


Iran announces nuclear talks, 
open to ’authentic 1 US meet 


MUNICH, Germany (AFP) - 
Iran on Sunday announced 
fresh talks with world powers 
on its nuclear drive and said 
it was open to an offer from 
the US for two-way discus¬ 
sions if Washington's inten¬ 
tion was "authentic". 

Iranian Foreign Minister 
Ali Akbar Salehi said the six 
world powers planned to re¬ 
sume talks in Kazakhstan on 
February 25, and he insisted 
that Iran had never pulled 
back from the negotiations. 

"I have good news, I've 
heard yesterday that 5+1 or 
EU3+3 will be meeting in 
Kazakhstan 25th of Febru¬ 
ary," Salehi said during a 
panel discussion at the Mu¬ 
nich Security Conference. 

Iran and six world powers 

— the US, China, Russia, 
Britain, France and Germany 

— held three rounds of talks 
last year aimed at easing the 
standoff over Iran's nuclear 
activities, which Tehran in¬ 
sists are peaceful. 

The six, known as the 
P5+1 or EU3+3, called on 
Iran to roll back its pro¬ 


gramme but stopped short of 
meeting Tehran's demands 
that they scale back sanc¬ 
tions, and the last round 
ended in stalemate in June in 
Moscow. 

Since then, talks have 
been held up over disagree¬ 
ments on their location. 

The European Union wel¬ 
comed Salehi's announce¬ 
ment. 

"It is good to hear that the 
foreign minister finally con¬ 
firmed now. We hope the ne¬ 
gotiating team will also 
confirm," said Michael Mann, 
a spokesman for the EU's top 
diplomat Catherine Ashton. 

Salehi said Iran took com¬ 
ments by US officials, in¬ 
cluding Vice President Joe 
Biden, who said at the Mu¬ 
nich conference on Saturday 
that Washington was ready to 
hold talks with Iran on its nu¬ 
clear programme, "with pos¬ 
itive consideration". 

Washington ruptured 
diplomatic ties with Iran in 
the wake of the 1979 revolu¬ 
tion, and relations remain 
hostile.

Doctors: Pakistan's Malala 


Famed 'American sniper' killed at 
Texas shooting range 


has successful surgery 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
doctors said yesterday that 
Malala Yousafzai, the Paki¬ 
stani schoolgirl shot in the 
head by the Taliban as punish¬ 
ment for campaigning for girls' 
education, has had successful 
surgery on her skull. 

The Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital in the central English city 
of Birmingham said the 15- 
year-old had undergone two 
operations on Saturday to in¬ 
sert a titanium plate into her 
skull and fit an electronic de¬ 
vice in her ear. 

In an attack that shocked 
the world, Malala was shot by 
a Taliban gunman at point- 
blank range as her schoolbus 
travelled through Pakistan's 
Swat Valley on October 9. 

She was flown to Britain 
days later for treatment to the 
specialist hospital, which also 
treats British soldiers wounded 
in Afghanistan.

Guyanese

GEORGETOWN (AFP) - 
Five Guyana Defence Force 
soldiers have been charged in 
connection with the beating 
up of several Guyanese and 
Brazilian miners and robbing 
them of raw gold, the army 
said yesterday. 

The GDF said the Lieu¬ 
tenant, Lance Corporal and 
three privates have been re¬ 
manded to a military prison 
pending court martial pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The illegal raids, larceny 
and assault were allegedly 
committed at several mining 
camps in western Guyana near 
the border with Venezuela. 


global symbol of the campaign 
for girls' right to an education, 
was nominated Friday for this 
year's Nobel Peace Prize. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said the schoolgirl's medical 
team were "very pleased" with 
her progress following five 
hours of surgery. 

"Both operations were a 
success and Malala is now re¬ 
covering in hospital," the 
spokeswoman said. 

"Her condition is described 
as stable and her medical team 
are very pleased with the pro¬ 
gress she has made so far. She 
is awake and talking to staff 
and members of her family." 

At a press conference on 
Wednesday giving details of 
the surgery, Malala's doctors 
said the custom-made titanium 
plate would protect her brain 
by covering the hole left in her 
head by the bullet. 

Doctors say the bullet 
grazed Malala's brain, coming 
within centimeters of killing 
her, and travelled through her 
head and neck before lodging 
in her left shoulder. 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - A rash 
of criminal attacks, including 
the torching of buses and firing 
on police, have been reported 
across the southern Brazilian 
state of Santa Catarina, and au¬ 
thorities blame them on a 
crackdown on drug trafficking 
and a prison-based gang. 

In the latest incidents, a 22- 
year-old suspected criminal 
was killed in an overnight 
shootout with police in 
Joinville, in the north of the 
state, while shots were fired at 
police and three buses and two 
carts torched across the state, 
security officials said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
man hailed as the deadliest 
military sniper in US history 
has been shot to death at a 
Texas firing range, allegedly 
by a former soldier with post- 
traumatic stress disorder. 

The death of former Navy 
SEAL Chris Kyle, 38, was 
confirmed yesterday by 
FITCO Cares, a foundation he 
helped start that worked with 
returning soldiers to help them 
cope with PTSD — the same 
ailment that the alleged shooter 
is said to have suffered from. 

Kyle was also the author of 
a best-selling book released 
last year, "American Sniper: 
The Autobiography of the 
Most Lethal Sniper in US Mi¬ 
litary History." 

"Chris Kyle helped estab¬ 
lish this foundation and we are 
committed to make sure his 
memory lives on forever," 
FITCO said in a eulogy to 
Kyle posted on its website. 
"Please pray for all those who 
loved Chris. He will be forever 
missed." 

The shooting comes amid a 
raging debate in the United 
States over gun violence, espe- 


tariat in Florianopolis linked 
the attacks to a stepped up 
crackdown by joint state and 
federal law-enforcement agen¬ 
cies on criminal gangs linked 
to drug trafficking. 

The statement also quoted 
another senior police official 
as saying the order for the at¬ 
tacks came from leaders of a 
prison-based criminal syndi¬ 
cate believed to have master¬ 
minded similar assaults last 
November.

He died Saturday at a firing 
range in Glen Rose, Texas, 
while helping a soldier reco¬ 
vering from the condition, an 
ABC affiliate in Dallas, 
WFAA-TV, reported. A neigh¬ 
bor of Kyle reportedly was 
also was killed. 

A suspect has been arrested, 
and was identified as 25-year- 
old Eddie Routh. WFAA-TV 
quoted investigators as saying 
Routh is a former Marine who 
is believed to suffer from 
PTSD.

wrote that Kyle was awarded 
two Silver Stars and five 
Bronze Stars with Valor for his 
military service. 

The marksman wrote in 
"American Sniper" that his ac- 
curarcy as a sniper was so 
deadly that Iraqi insurgents put 
a price on his head. 

Kyle said in an interview 
with the daily that he was bom 
for the work of a military 
marksman. "When I grew up, I 
only had two dreams," he told 
the Dallas Morning News 
about a year ago. 

The foundation he led, 
which said Kyle was survived 
by a wife and two young chil¬ 
dren, vowed to would continue 
his work to help soldiers left 
emotionally and psychologi¬ 
cally scarred by combat.

Put simply, because the 
global cancer epidemic is 
huge and is set to rise. Every 
year, nearly 8 million people 
die of cancer and many of 
these deaths can be avoided 
with increased governmental 
support and funding for pre¬ 
vention, detection and treat¬ 
ment programmes. Unless 
urgent action is taken to raise 
awareness about cancer and 
develop practical strategies to 
address the disease, millions 
of people will continue to die.

Hacking incidents ignite fears 
over China 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
string of cyberattacks on 
major US media outlets like 
the New York Times has in¬ 
tensified worries over Chi¬ 
nese hackers, who analysts 
say are probably linked to the 
secretive Beijing govern¬ 
ment. 

The attacks, part of a se¬ 
ries of incidents traced to 
Chinese servers associated 
with previous intrusions, un¬ 
derscore an urgent need for 
Washington to pressure Bei¬ 
jing to rein in its digital war¬ 
riors, experts say. 

Other security profession¬ 
als argue it is hard to be cer¬ 
tain the attacks stem from 
China or that the hackers 
acted at the behest of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

This week the Times and 
Wall Street Journal reported 
that their computer networks 
had been compromised, and 
alleged it was an effort by the 
Chinese government to spy 
on news media operating in 
the country. 

On Friday Twitter said it, 
too, had been hit with a so¬ 
phisticated cyberattack. It did 
not name the suspected 
source but said the infiltra¬ 
tion was similar to those suf¬ 


fered by big news media. 

And on Saturday, The 
Washington Post disclosed 
that in 2011 it too had been 
targetted in a cyberattack and 
suspected Chinese hackers 
were behind it. 

James Lewis, cybersecu¬ 
rity specialist at US thinktank 
the Center for Strategic and 
International Studies, said 
there is evidence that backs 
the allegations of Chinese 
government involvement. 

Hackers from China have 
previously been linked to at¬ 
tacks on US defense giant 
Lockheed-Martin, Google 
and Coca-Cola. Other reports 
say Chinese hackers have 
tried to infiltrate the Penta¬ 
gon's computers and those of 
US lawmakers. 

"The Chinese don’t play 
by the rules that the rest of 
the world plays by," Lewis 
told AFP. "That's partly be¬ 
cause they don't understand 
them and partly because they 
don't value them." 

Lewis said the level of at¬ 
tacks is "reaching an intoler¬ 
able level" and will force a 
US government response that 
goes beyond words. 

The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported on Friday that in his 


coming book, Google chair¬ 
man Eric Schmidt brands 
China an Internet menace 
that sanctions cyber crime for 
economic and political gain. 

"The New Digital Age" is 
authored by Schmidt in a col¬ 
laboration with Jared Cohen, 
a former US State Department 
advisor who heads a Google 
Ideas think tank. The book is 
due for release in April. 

The authors reportedly 
brand China "the world's 
most active and enthusiastic 
filterer of information" and 
"the most sophisticated and 
prolific" hacker of foreign 
companies. 

China's defense ministry 
reiterated comments this 
week that it "never supported 
any hacking attacks." 

Ryan Sherstobitoff, a re¬ 
searcher with the security 
firm McAfee, said that "it's 
hard to pinpoint the origin" of 
the attacks because computer 
traffic can be routed through 
various locations. 

But he said the over¬ 
whelming majority of com¬ 
puter infiltrations come from 
employees mistakenly open¬ 
ing booby-trapped email at¬ 
tachments faked to appear as 
if it came from a colleague.

New measures to lift veil 
on banks' capital ratios 


LONDON - The game may 
soon be up for banks that have 
made themselves look healthier 
by understating how risky their 
businesses are, which should 
help pension funds, savers and 
companies to decide which in¬ 
stitutions to invest in. 

Bowing to pressure from 
regulators and investors, some 
of the world's biggest banks 
will soon implement a land¬ 
mark initiative that promises to 
reveal far more detail on how 
banks calculate how much cap¬ 
ital they need to guard against 
potential future losses. 

It's designed to restore faith 
in the capital ratios that are the 
global benchmark for banks' fi¬ 
nancial health, ratios that are 
highly sensitive to banks' risk 
judgments since they are deter¬ 
mined as a percentage of banks' 
own measure of assets as 
weighted by risk. 

"We're expecting a lot of 
good disclosure from the banks, 
and where it's not happening 
we're expecting institutional in¬ 
vestors to challenge manage¬ 
ment on why they're not doing 
so," said Russell Picot, chief ac¬ 
counting officer at bank HSBC 
and co-chair of the industry 
taskforce that came up with the 
new standards for what banks 
should tell investors. 

The initiative was instigated 
by global financial rules setter 
the Financial Stability Board 
(FSB). 

A study by the Basel Com¬ 
mittee last week showed pre¬ 
cisely why it is necessary,

revealing that the most aggres¬ 
sive banks assign just one 
eighth of the risk weighting ap¬ 
plied by their most conserva¬ 
tive competitors, making their 
capital position appear far more 
robust. 

Deutsche Bank came under 
fire on Thursday when it told 
investors that it managed a bet- 
ter-than-expected improvement 
to its capital ratio in the fourth 
quarter, despite losing 2.5 bil¬ 
lion euros ($3.4 billion), 
largely by changing its ap¬ 
proach to risk-weighted assets 
(RWAs). 

Even analysts who specia¬ 
lize in banks' finances are un¬ 
able to unravel the figures and 
work out which banks are re¬ 
ally the healthiest or making 
the most progress, because of 
inadequate disclosure. 

The new measures, which 
have been publicly endorsed by 
industry giants including 
HSBC, Deutsche Bank and 
Santander, will reveal key in¬ 
sights on the RWAs that feed 
into the banks' capital calcula¬ 
tions. 


France's 
Hollande: 
No deal in 
sight for 
EU budget 

PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
warned yesterday that the 
prospects were slim of clin¬ 
ching a deal this week on the 
European Union's next seven- 
year budget. 

"The negotiations are very 
difficult. ... We are doing all 
we can so that we can reach 
an accord ... but the condi¬ 
tions are, at this moment, not 
yet in place," he told re¬ 
porters. 

He made the comment as 
EU leaders prepare to meet in 
Brussels on Thursday and 
Friday for a second attempt at 
finding a deal on the 27-na¬ 
tion bloc's trillion-euro 
budget for 2014-20. 

Hollande's warning came 
a day after German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel said the 
budget negotiations would be 
"very difficult" and that it 
may take time to reach a deal. 

In November, EU Presi¬ 
dent Herman Van Rompuy 
proposed a budget of 973 bil¬ 
lion euros ($1.33 billion), or 
just over one percent of EU 
gross domestic product. 

But European leaders 
were unable to resolve differ¬ 
ences about demands for cuts 
in the budget by some mem¬ 
ber states and over how 
spending cuts should be split 
across different European 
policies. 


U.S. shale gas revolution throws 
down the gauntlet to Europe 



MUNICH - The United States 
is enjoying an energy bonanza 
thanks to shale gas, making it 
a magnet for industry, reduc¬ 
ing import dependence and 
challenging Europe as it bat¬ 
tles to dig itself out of reces¬ 
sion, energy officials say. 

Panelists at a weekend se¬ 
curity conference in Munich 
warned Europe must develop 
a strategy on how to tap its 
own resources in order to keep 
energy costs competitive, or 
risk seeing power-intensive in¬ 
dustries locate elsewhere. 

"The shale gas and oil 
boom is already underway. As 
Europe continues to debate it, 
North America is reaping the 
advantages," said Jorma Ollila, 
Chairman of Royal Dutch 
Shell. 

Just a week ago Shell 
signed a $10 billion shale gas 
deal with the Ukraine - the 
biggest contract yet in Europe 


- which could help the Ukraine 
ease its reliance on Russian gas 
imports. The Ukraine is said to 
have Europe's third-largest 
shale gas reserves at 42 trillion 
cubic feet (1.2 trillion cubic 
meters), according to the U.S. 
Energy Information Adminis- 
tration.Its reserves are dwarfed 
by those of France however, es¬ 
timated to be Europe's largest at 
180 trillion cubic feet. 

France has banned the pro¬ 
cedure, known as fracking 
which is used to extract shale 
gas and which involves pump¬ 
ing vast quantities of water and 
chemicals at high pressure 
through drill holes to prop open 
shale rocks. Environmentalists 
fear it could increase seismic 
risks and pollute drinking water. 
U.S. officials question this and 
say that thanks to the higher 
proportion of gas use the United 
States has had its lowest carbon 
dioxide emissions in 20 years.

Fiat boss eyes Chrysler 
merger in 2014 


ROME (AFP) - Fiat boss Ser¬ 
gio Marchionne said yesterday 
that he expected the merger of 
the Italian car giant and its US 
partner Chrysler will take 
place in 2014. 

"We will succeed in doing 
it," he said in an interview with 
the editor of the Repubblica 
newspaper. "We and VEBA 
(the United Auto Workers pen¬ 
sion fund — a Chrysler share¬ 
holder) have different opinions 
on the value of Chrysler but we 
will resolve the problem in 
2014." 

Marchionne, who heads 
both companies, had said on 
January 30 that the ties be¬ 
tween the two automakers 
were "irreversible" and would 
merge "as soon as I can afford 
it" but did not put date on the 
merger. 

Asked yesterday if Fiat 
would keep its Turin headquar¬ 
ters, Marchionne said: "We are 
a big group present throughout 
the world, it will depend on ac¬ 
cess to financial markets and 
the choices of the Agnelli fam¬ 
ily" who founded Fiat. 

He had "not thought" about 
the future name of the new en¬ 


tity, he said. 

The deal will ultimately 
give Fiat a 65 percent stake in 
Chrysler and full ownership by 
2015. 

Boosted by increased sales 
at Chrysler, the Italian giant on 
Wednesday reported a pro¬ 
fitable 2012, announcing a 
fourth quarter net profit that 
rose to 388 million euros ($525 
million) from 265 million 
euros the year before. 

The company said it was 
aiming for profits of between 
1.2 and 1.5 billion euros this 
year. 

Fiat took a 20 percent stake 
in Chrysler in 2009 as the third 
largest US automaker emerged 
from a government-financed 
restructuring under bankruptcy 
protection. 

It has since steadily ex¬ 
panded its stake by purchasing 
shares owned by the US gov¬ 
ernment and the VEBA fund. 

The Fiat boss again reiter¬ 
ated the group's new change in 
strategy towards a luxury mar¬ 
ket and rejected rumours that 
Fiat would sell Alfa Romeo to 
Germany's top auto giant Volk¬ 
swagen.

diploma. 

Two years' hard graft in a 
restaurant and they get their 
level 4. 

Reaching level 1 can take 
years. 

For Sakurai, who spent two 
decades working as an ac¬ 
countant in the US and in Eng¬ 
land, the sushi school has been 
something of a culture shock. 

"My teacher is a bit ag¬ 
gressive, it's almost military," 
he says. 

"I have two more months," 
says Sakurai. "After school I 
practise in the evenings at 
home, especially cutting 
some of the shellfish. I cannot 
do it at all, but I'll get there." 

"There" for Sakurai, is his 
own sushi bar "in Asia, in 
Japan, maybe in France. Why 
not?" he muses. 

For teacher Shimoyama, 
making sushi properly is not 
supposed to be easy. It's a vo¬ 
cation, something into which 
a chef pours his whole heart 
again and again. 

"Chefs gain speed and 
should strive to achieve the 
best possible sushi. They 
should give it their body and 
soul. And no matter what, 
they should always smile 
for customers." 

And even when the 
diplomas are finished and 
a chef has his own place, 
his own regular cus¬ 
tomers, there is still more 
he can do to perfect his art. 
"I have made sushi for 
29 years," said Shimoyama. 
"And I am still learning." 


TOKYO (AFP) - "Some¬ 
times I cry, but only 
when I'm at home on my 
own," says Tetsuya 
Sakurai, one of a select 
few who has paid $6,000 
for an intensive — and 
stressful — training 
course to become a sushi 
chef in Tokyo. 

To the untutored, a lit¬ 
tle ball of rice with a 
slice of raw fish on top 
may look like a simple 
affair. 

But students on the 
twice-yearly course in 
the Japanese capital soon 
learn that for masters of 
the art, there is so much 
more to it than meets the 


eye. 

"The best students will 
take at least two years before 
they can do this properly," 
said teacher Kazuki Shi- 
moyama. "The slowest may 
take four." 

And before they even get 
to the stage where they are al¬ 
lowed to combine the deli¬ 
cately formed nigiri (rice 
balls) with a slice of sashimi, 
they have to learn how to cut 
the fish. 

For Sakurai, hunched over 
a fresh mackerel as he slips 
the razor-sharp knife through 
its firm flesh, it's a nerve- 
wracking experience, made 
all the worse by the presence 
of three glowering teachers, 
watching his every move. 

"It's very hard," he tells 
AFP, a month into his course. 
"I train at school every day.

Cutting the fish is like per¬ 
forming surgery. But what I 
really don't enjoy is removing 
the innards from a shellfish. 

It's really difficult." 

Fike his fellow students, 

Sakurai eagerly answers 
when their tutor asks if they 
understand. 

"To cut the fillet length¬ 
ways, pull the tail and slide 
the knife along. You follow?" 
bellows the teacher. "Yes!" 
the 20 shout in unison. 

"Then cut each piece diag¬ 
onally, making the tail end a 
little bigger. You follow?" 

"Yes!" they reply again. 

But Sakurai has not 
pleased his mentor this time. 

"That's your attempt at 
cutting a mackerel? Terrible. 


Do it again," he is told. 

Students work in silence 
in a classroom where harsh 
neon lights glint off steel 
knives, threatening to expose 
the tiniest imperfection on the 
bleach-white clothes they 
wear. 

Sushi rice — perfectly 
plump Japanese shortgrain 
into which precisely meas¬ 
ured quantities of rice vine¬ 
gar, salt and sugar are 
folded — is pressed into 
a large pellet in the 
hands. 

Too much rice and it 
will be more than a 
mouthful; too little and it 
will be overpowered by the 
fish; too much pressure and it 


will be hard; too 
little and the pel¬ 
let will fall apart. 

A delicate 

smear of wasabi - 
- a fiery green 
root that is grated 
into a paste — is 
applied to the 
rice and a sliver 
of fish is placed 
on top. 

"It sounds 

easy, but it's re¬ 
ally hard to make 
them the way 
they are sup¬ 
posed to be," ad¬ 
mits a student 
who gave his sur¬ 
name as Ya¬ 
rn an aka. "The 

teacher makes it look so easy, 
but it's really difficult."
